Persecution. 


It is sometimes said that the days of perse- 
cution are past; but when one soberly thinks 
on this subject, he quickly and correctly rea- 
sons that it is only the old forms of persecution 
that are past. Because human nature is the 
same as in former days. In these times the 
would-be persecutors lack the power to inflict 
the dreadful penalties of former martyrdoms, 
and can only cause mental, social, or ecclesias- 
tical suffering. Also, we must remember that, 
although human nature is the same as formerly, 
at the present time much of the persecuting de- 
pravity is restrained, both by the true instruc: 
tion of our time as to charity, and by the force 
of public « “ny a man sees 
what his passions dictate would be persecution, 
and he refrains from it, being honestly desirous 
of doing right; and other men, less conscien- 
tious, easily see that they would excite sym- 
pathy fer the victim as persecuted, and unwil- 
lingly refrain from the persecution possible. 
These principles cause some men to take ad- 
vantage, seeking to excite odium against per- 
sons attacking them or their position or prin- 
ciples. They try to appear as martyrs, and seek 
to make their opposers appear as persecutors. 
We are not aware that B. Fay Mills made 
any outcry against the treatment accorded 


him, but we find the following plaint in the 
Christian Register of May 9, 1901:, 

Rev. B. Fay MILLs is working very successfully 
in California, both in Oakland and San Francisco; 
but a recent visit made by him to Portland, Ore., 
seems to have excited the wrath of his former friends 
and associates. Rev. William R. Lord says, in a re- 
cent sermon preached in Poriland, that “Mr. Mills 
has been the subject of constant misrepresentation. 
Private letters have been written to discredit him. 
He is now charged wiih beeing a seeker after notor- 
iety, a kind of an adventurer, not in good standing 
with the Unitarian Church itself. Recently an in- 
quiry has come to Mr. Mills from an Eastern com- 
munity where he once held revival services, asking if 
the current report there is true that he is becoming a 
drunkard, and again inquiring whether he confessed 
to a Congregational minister whom he never mei that 
he regarded himself as a candidate for an insane 
asylum. Leading ministers who once labored with 
him pass him on the street without-speaking, while he 
has no bitter word to speak against them, these facts 
being obtained from him only by pointed inquiry.” 
And yet we are told by representatives of orthodoxy 
that the old theology has gone, and that it is a crimi- 
nal offense for Unitarians now to say that the spirit 
which caused the Unitarian secession is still active. 

We do not believe that Mills would have been 
so maliciously antagonized, had he not violated 
that sense of right so natural to men of prin- 
ciple, in accepting without denial the reputa- 
tion of membership at the same time among 
the Congregationalists, Presbyterians and Uni- 
tarians. Such membership in denominations 
of incompatible positions would indicate men- 
tal faculties or moral plasticity like that of | 
Polonius in Hamlet, where we read the follow- 
ing conversation : 

“Hamlet. Do you see yonder cloud that’s almosi 
in shape of a camel? 

Polonius. By the mass, and ’tis like a camel indeed. 

Ham. Methinks it is like a weasel. 

Pol. It is back’d like a weasel. 

Ham. Or, like a whale? 

Pol. Very like a whale.” . 

No one who thinks can believe doctrines con- 
tradictory to each other. To profess such be- 
lief excites antipathy. At present, we be- 
lieve Mills is engaged at some point in Califor- 
nia in the leadership of a congregation that 
only exacts of applicants to its membership 
a promise to live an unselfish life ; or something 
like that. While we cannot agree with him, 
and must oppose him, we believe he gives as 
true honor to Jesus as do some of those who 
traduce him. 

The world has recently been 
praises of that monster, the Czar, for issuing 
a decree of religious toleration for all except 
the Jews; but we have not joined in the chorus. 
We do not join in praising a drunkard, simply 
because he ceases to drink; nor do we praise 
a murderer simply because he ceases to kill 
people. We remember events such as are re- 
ferred to in the following passage in the Gospel 
Messenger of July 27, 1901: 

Russia continues to persecute the Stundists. A 
newspaper correspondent at Odessa reports that six- 
teen persons have just been sentenced to varying terms 
of imprisonment for holding a religious service in a 
private house. The police found the company engag- 
ed in prayer, with an open Bible on the table. The 
householder said they had mét as Christians and be- 
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lievers in the gospel, to pray and hear the Bible read 
in accordance with the Acts of the Apostles; but it 
was enough when the court was satisfied that 
they were Stundists. Count Bobrynsky has been ar- 
rested and sent off at only four hour’s notice to Kola, 
a wretched Lapp village on the Arctic ocean. To a 
petition from the count’s mother, the minister of the 
inierior replied: “Tell the countess that I am acting 
in virtue of special powers from the Czar and will 
brook interference from no source.” 


In view of such things how petty seem the 
complaints of those who in our land cry out 
against that which they call persecution; be- 
cause, forsooth, they are not, permitted by a 
sect to continue longer to draw a salary from 
that sect while undermining its doctrines, 
usages, or enterprises. Robert Collyer was 
right in his words quoted by the editor of the 
Christian Advocate in the following passage 
in its issue of Dec. 5, 1901: 


Dr. THOMAS was expelled from the Methodist min- 
istry for these reasons: His discourses were pervaded 
by a spirit and contained utterances which would at- 
ienuate.to powerlessness all the principles on which 
Methodism relied for success. Not long before Dr. 
Thomas was expelled, Robert Collyer, an ex-Methodist 
local preacher, one of the most lovable men that ever 
lived, and for nearly forty years a distinguished Uni- 
tarian preacher, had a kind of discussion with Colonel 
Ingersoll, in which he said: 


Broiher Thomas, my dear and good friend, has no 
right to preach in‘a Methodist pulpit, and in the days 
{I remember would not have preached in one to this 
time. There must be a certain concert of opinion 
capable of being brought within fair lines, or nobody 
would organize or hold anything. This is the secret 
of our most happy relation through all these years in 
this church. We hold together through a large, free, 
common opinion about certain grand _ verities. I 
should injure my own nature if I went over these 
lines. Yet men are certainly going over them in the 
orthodox churches. 


It is proper for us to admit and honor the piety of 
many men whose sentiment on various subjects we 
could not allow to be preached in the pulpits of the 
church to which we belong. We revere the learning 
and spirituality of St. Bernard and sing his hymns, 
but were he living we could not permit him to teach 
the distinguishing tenets of Romanism from our pul- 
pits. It seems impossible for some minds to perceive 
the compatibility of admitting a man’s sincerity and 
counting him a Christian, with denying the propriety 
of allowing him, under the authority of a particular 
branch of the church and from its pulpits, to preach 
sentiments adverse to its faith. 

For a _ long time Dr. Thomas was a promoter of 
doubt on several of the essential teachings of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. He was as much out 
of his place as Robert Laird Collier for some time 
before he withdrew and went to the Unitarian body. 


About three years ago a young man was re- 
jected for ordination by a presbytery in New 
York, on account of his views of the Bible; 
and the following condensation by Public Opin- 
ion of a whine of the Outlook (if correct), 
shows how easily the claim of persecution is set 
up, by those who are not persecuted at all: 

We do not raise the question, though it has been 
and will be raised, whether this treatment by a com- 
pany of Christian ministers and elders of a candidate 
for ihe ministery who fully meets the prescribed con- 
ditions of acceptance is creditable to the presbytery. 
We refer to it as illustrating the wrong of which Pro- 
fessor Briggs so justly complained—the incroach- 
ment on the liberty of opinion that the Presbyterian 
siandards allow, which a party in that church is dis- 
posed to perpetrate by insisting on extra-confessional 
tests of fellowship.. We do not believe that in the 
present case this will be allowed to go further. It is 
more probable that the commitiee, in their conference 
with the candidate, will unravel the tangle caused by 
the “heckling,” so that the presbytery will overrule 
the presbyters of the fixed idea, and accept him with- 
out further controversy, if he perseveres in his appli- 
cation. But, considering the annoyance, disappoint- 
ment, and mortification to which this young man has 
been gratuitously subjected, his treatment by elder 
brethren in the church is quite too similar to that 
treatment of smal] boys by big boys which is generally 
condemned as bullying. E 


The Outlook tries to make this young man 


appear as a martyr, simply because he could 
not have the honors, salaries and advantages 
of the Presbyterian ministry ; though his prin- 
ciples would have destroyed faith in the Pres- 
byterian standards. The rejected applicant 
was simply an enemy trying to enter the lines. 
Simply to keep him out was no persecution ; and 
the Presbyterians had a right to protect them- 
selves. The applicant was still free, he could 
go where he wished and enjoy the world and 
his own conscientious convictions. 

However, in protecting the truth we should 
always be guarded, and not permit our zeal 


‘to bring us to the condition of Saul, who be- 


came the “chief of sinners, because he perse- 
cuted the church of God.” And we commend 
some of the following thoughts of the Christian 
Life of December 7, 1901: : 


Is there not some inconsistency in wishing God- 
speed to the dissemination of opinions with which we 
disagree? Not unfrequently, perhaps, this point ex- 
ercises the thought of liberal-minded men of generous 
impulses. Abounding in sympathy with humanity at 
large, they must sometimes feel impelled to give a 
friendly hand to movements or institutions with 
which they cannot consistently identify themselves, 
which they believe -to be doing a great amount of 
good in the world. Ought they to obey such impulses? 
It seems to us that this is just a problem which each 
individual nrust solve for himself or herself: there can 
be no hard-and-fast rule laid down for universal guid- 
ance in the matter. Certainly we should never allow 
our aciions to escape from the control of sound 
judgment. But, on the other hand, we should not al- 
low even the best qualities either of our mind or heart 
to enslave us: we must refuse to be self-fettered. It 
is because, as it seems to us, signs are multiplying in 
Christendom of the growth of sympathy and charity 
among its various sections that we have been led into 
our present meditation. Our plea is, to let every man 
be fully persuaded in his own mind as to his methods 
of manifesting his sympathy with those who honestly 
hold opinions differing from his own. We all owe 
duty to the cause of what we deem to be sacred truth. 
But we equally owe duty to the cause of charity and! 
goodwill among mankind. 


OTHER MatTrers oF GENERAL INTEREST ARE :— 
The failure of the American bank at Manila, 
in May last, whose depositors, it is now an- 
nounced, will get 40 cents on the dollar, will 
not increase the affection of the Filipinos for 
the Americans, nor prepare them to consider 
the building of railroads, now planned on such 
a huge scale, an undoubted philanthrophy. 
Ex-Secretary of War Root has been sworn in 
as secretary of state. The power of the gov- 
ernment is to be hurled strenuously against 
Holmes of the Agricultural Department, who 
sold secrets as to crop reports. Senator Platt, 
of New York, says if he could try again he 
would lead a different life. We advise him to 
change right now. Mayor Weaver, of Phila- 
delphia, has met with a serious obstacle in the 
hesitation of District Attorney John C. Bell to 
prosecute certain offenders; but the mayor 
goes right on in the work of purifying the city 
government and proseeuting men who had 
swindled the city. Some of the corrupt politi- 
cians of the city have already been put into 
prison since he began his work. The members of 
the Beef Trust are yet on bail. Judge Calhoun, 
of Chicago, has been appointed by -President 
Roosevelt to investigate Venezuela and her 
courts. It seems that President Castro con- 
sents. The new secretary. of the navy, Bona- 
parte, has already revoked an order of Ex-Sec- 
retary of the Navy Morton, which had been sup- 
posed to have been made with favoritism. Mor- 
ton is the man who, the gullible think, will re- 
form the Equitable Life Assurance Society. 
The Book Trust has received a blow, in the 


decision against Charles Scribner’s Sons and 
the Bobbs-Merrill Company. that had sought 
an injuction against Macy and Company, to 
prevent their selling books below ‘the trust 
prices. Norway has offered its crown to a son 
of the king of Denmark, and the proffer is 
being considered. Oscar, of Sweden has been 
angry from the beginning of Norway’s attempt 
at separation. We should remember that 
Norway is very different from Sweden, and 
having different interests; and that her soy: 
ereignty had been disregarded by the king of 
the two nations almost systematically. It is 
difficult to state the condition of things in 
Russia; but it is certain that assassination, 
bomb throwing, riots, firing on the people by 
Cossacks, strikes, martial law, are common. 
The zemstvoists ‘meet in spite of the govern- 
ment prohibition; and the wealth and stand- 
ing of the delegates are thought to be so great 
that the government will not dare to interfere. 
If this congress is in earnest, we think our 
usual caution in making predictions need not 
forbid us to say that the Russian revolution, 
so much talked of, is near. It is probable that 
it is more than gossip that the Czar is opposed 
to peace; although the appointment of Witte 
is said to indicate his desire for peace. The 
Czar changed his plans (to occupy a certain 
palace) on account of ‘the large amount of 
dynamite found in the cellar by inspectors. 
Pleasant (?) fuel for a crowned head to know 
to be stored in his cellar! especially in this 
heated term! It seems that Senator Depew 
received $20,000 a year salary from the Equita- 
ble for thirty years. Depew says he is tired of 
the talk. Poor men are not. Lawson, before 
these developments, said the Equitable was 
not honest. The millionaires shrieked against 
him. Governor Higgins orders investigation 
into the Equitable’s affairs. Judge Hooker, 
investigated by the New York legislature, is 
spared; the vote against him being 76, for him 
67. 100-votes were needed against him. Banks 
are failing with a persistant regularity that 
puts them into lively competition with rail- 
roads as to disasters. There is a trifle of $685, 
000 in dispute between the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society and the Mercantile Trust 
Company of New York; and as illustrative of 
the business methods of kings of finance, it 
is stated that the books of neither corporation 
reveal the loan. How convenient! seeing that 
the state has officers to examine books of trust 
companies and insurance companies. China 
announces that she did not demand a partici- 
pation in the peace conference between Russia 
and Japan; but that she will not recognize 
any settlement of the Manchurian question 
which has not been referred to her. But sup- 
pose Russia and Japan both agree that. Man- 
churia shall be restored fully to China—will 
she not recognize that? How much more beauti- 
ful a monument is the Young People’s Society 
of Christian Endeavor to Francis E. Clark 
than the Equitable Society to Hyde or Alex- 
ander. A few weeks ago the Chagres River “is 
said to have wiped out the work of six months” 
on the Panama Canal, in the space of twenty 
minutes. Have the engineers fooled us about 
that canal? The Pope is said to receive from 
22,000 to 23,000 letters every day. John D. 
Rockefeller keeps a strong body guard at 
“Forest Hill,” his Cleveland home. “Fourth 
of July” deaths now number about one hun- 
dred. Opium smoking is unlawful in Japan. 


In at least two-thirds of the state of Kansas 
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the prohibitory law is’as well enforced as any 
other law. The Congregationalists are trying 
to unite with the United Brethren at Marion, 
Indiana. District Attorney Jerome continues 
to talk prosecution. Does he convict any im- 
portant criminal? Balfour was again defeated 
in the British parliament; but the defeats are 
considered by him as not requiring his resigna- 
tion. There is now report that the wreck of the 
“Twentieth Century Limited Train” at Mentor 
was caused by a defective order; and that the 
railroad- company has been trying to suppress 
the fact. The United States gunboat, the Ben- 
nington, blew up; boiler. Every seaman on 
poard, 141, killed or wounded. We do not re- 
port common accidents or crimes in this paper ; 
but only mention those of unusual magnitude, 
or bearing on some prevalent social or govern- 
ment vice. We mention the accident of the 
Bennington, that we may remark that it would 
seem impolitic to build a “bigger navy,” until 
we can manage in time of peace the one we 
have. It seems probable that the deteriora- 
tion of the army has penetrated the navy. The 
Japanese continue to gain in their invasion of 
Sakhalin. They are also threatening Vladivo- 
stok, on the mainland. The Chicago teamsters’ 
strike has failed fully. The Congregationalists 
have organized a denominational Endeavor 
Society called the Congregational Christian 
Endeavor Union. The Baptists, Methodists, 
United Brethren, Free Baptists, United Pres- 
byterians, Unitarians, Congregationalists and 
other denominations now.have their sectarian 
organizations of “Endeavor.” Secretary of the 
Navy Bonaparte, . declines railroad passes. 
Good! Remember that man: another notable 
member of the Cabinet. The body of Paul 
Jones (if it be the body; but there is no proof 
that it is not the body except the tradition that 
his relatives long ago took his body to Scot- 
land) now rests in a temporary tomb at Annap 
olis, having been received with apprepriate 
ceremonies. New Orleans is seriously stricken 
with yellow fever. It ought not to be charged 
to Cuba this time. District Attorney Jerome 
attacks the Equitable. 


Beautiful Prophecies, and Sad Ones. 


We believe that the prophets referred to 
the coming Messiah, when they predicted that 
a child should be born and called by various 
wonderful names; that one should be born of 
a virgin; that the “seed of the woman” should 
bruise the serpent’s head; that the heathen 
would “rage” against the Lord’s anointed ; that 
a messenger would go before the face of the 
coming great one, calling on the people to 
prepare the way of the Lord. 

We believe these prophecies were fulfilled 
in Jesus Christ. 


But there were other prophecies, sad in 
their wordings, which equally referred to the 
coming Messiah; such as, “His visage was so 
marred more than any man, and his form more 
than the sons of men;” such as, “I gave my 
back to the smiters, and my cheeks to theiu that 
plucked off the hair; I hid not my face from 
shame and spitting;” such as, “They pierced 
my hands and my feet. I may count all my 
bones; they look and stare upon me. They 
part my garments among them, and u;¢p mv 
vesture they cast lots;” such as, “The plowers 
plowed upon my back; they made long their 
furrows ;” such as, “He was despised, and re- 
Jected of men; a man of sorrows, and acqruint- 
ed with grief ;” such as, “He was wounded for 
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our transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities ;” such as, “He was oppresssed, yet 
when he was afflicted he opened not his mouth: 
as a lamb that is led to the slaughter, ais! ax 
a sheep that before its shearers is dumb, so he 
opened not his mouth;’ and .such as, “He 
poured out his soul unto death, and was num- 
bered with the transgressors: yet he bar the 
sins of many, and made intercession fur the 
transgressors.” 


If these sad prophecies we recognize as ap- 
plicable to Jesus, our dear Savior, need we 
lament that afflictions come upon us ? In view 
of the sufferings he endured how trifling seem 
our ills! If we act nobly under our misfor- 
tunes, may we not hope that some of the tri- 
umphant prophecies concerning Jesus may. 
have some modified meaning with reference to 
ourselves. If we be royal in conduct, may not 
God make us royal in station? 


Spirit, Soul, Body. 

BrRoTHER SUMMERBELL :—Have you time, and room 
in HERALD to answer the question, (1) What is the 
difference between “soul” and “spirit?’ (I Thess. 
5: 23.)- (2) From what word in the original is each 
translated? (3) Has not each human being a spirit 
before being “born again” in conversion? (4) Does 
the spirit—the human spirit, think? (5) and the soul 
only feel emotions? (6) Does the soul go with the 
spirit at death, or cease to be? (7) Can God’s spirit 
touch and “save,” convert a maniac? (8) If not saved 
before the affliction, lost?

ANSWER. 

(1) The word spirit is often used to desig- 
nate the seat of intelligence, and the principle 
that survives: death. The word soul is often 
applied to the principle of man which is the 
seat of the affections, passions, and also the 
animal life. But the words should not be held 
solidly to any limited meaning, for their mean- 
ings vary in Scripture use, and the connec- 
tion must be studied, as well as the ideas at- 
tributed to the original words in the age when 
they were used. In Thess. 5:23 Paul may al- 
lude to the distinctions we make. 

(2) In I Thess. 5: 23, spirit in the original 
is pneuma; soul in the original is psuche. 

In the New Testament (King James version) 
the following are translations of the Greek 


word pneuma: ghost, spirit, wind, and life;: 


nearly always spirit except when it refers to 
the Spirit of God, when it is translated Ghost. 
In the American Translation, we find it Spirit 
(Holy Spirit). 

In King James’ version the word psuche is 
translated by these four words, life, soul, 
mind, heart; no single word overwhelmingly 


preponderating. 
(3) Yes. 
(4) Yes. 


(5) The word soul sometimes includes the 
whole person, the self. 

(6) Sometimes the soul goes, and some- 
times it dies. It depends on what is the mean- 
ing of the word in the connection. “Eight souls 
were saved by water.” There the word signi- 
fies person, or else physical life. f 

(7) God’s Spirit can do anything that is 
holy. But whether the Spirit of God will con- 
vert a maniac we do not know. Sometimes a 
person is a maniac through having violated 
his higher nature, through having accepted an 
evil spirit to rule him, instead of God’s Spirit; 
and in that case I presume that God’s Spirit 
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will no longer strive with him, as not worth 
saving. 

(8) If not saved beforé the affliction, the 
maniac will probably be lost, unless he recov- 
ers his faculties. We knew of a case once, where 
a woman yielded to evil, became insane, charged 
her husband falsely with intemperance (mak- 
ing him much confusion), recovered her facul- 
ties, admitted her misconduct (which she re- 
membered), repented and lived a Christian 
life. The possession seems to have been de- 
moniacal, reminding of the “evil spirits” of 
the New Testament.

Senator Depew is a member of the corpora- 
tion governing Yale University. We believe a 
majority of that body must be Congregation- 
alists. We are sure that some of them will be 
displeased at his having voted, as a member of 
the executive board of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society, to lend $250,000 to the Depew 
Land Improvement Company; seeing that the 
land which was security was only valued at 
$150,000, and when sold only brought less than 
$60,000. 

Wm. Rockefeller, owning more than 100,000 
acres in the Adirondacks, has posted more 
than 3,000 signs warning people not to tres- 
pass on ‘his property. We notice in a cyclo- 
pedia that in this region bears, beavers, deer 
and otters abound. We suppose that rabbits 
and squirrels may also intrude upon these 156 
square miles of Rockefeller’s, although God’s 
own children must stay out of the forests and 
away from the lakes their Father made for 
them, as much as for wild animals. 

Dr. J. B. Weston has been recently re-elected 
to his position as a member of the Versions 
Committee of the American Bible Society. A 
question before that committee at its last meet- 
ing was the revision of a Portuguese version for 
use in Brazil and other Portuguese nations of 
South America. 

Dr. Weston has recently been invited to 
become a member of a Phililogical Association 
of Wales and England’ We observe by a late 
private letter from him that there is a move- 
ment on foot among the philologists of English 
speaking nations to induce lexicographers to 
adopt a uniform method of representing the 
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sounds of letters in giving the pronunciation 
of words. This could be easily accepted by the 
dictionary makers, and would be a great public 
convenience. In the definite call for a conven- 
tion for that purpose, two extracts are given 
from Dr. Weston’s letter in answer to the pre- 
liminary proposition.

The fund of intelligence 
about the school is considerable, and is neces- 
sarily authoritative. We observe that there is 
mention that some of the beneficiary money 
loaned to students has not been promptly re- 
turned. The churches to which these students 
now minister should strive to pay the salaries 
agreed promptly, that the money may be re- 
turned to the Institute to be loaned again to 
some deserving students. The C. B. I. Associa- 
tion, referred to on the last page, must be a 
useful and delightful organization. 





Brethren, have all those converts been bap 
tized whom you witnessed accepting the Savior 
in your last revival? If they have not been 
baptized, have you spoken to them on the sub- 
ject? Do not neglect this. It is important that 
they “fulfill all righteousness.” Do not allow 
yourself to be deterred from urging them to 
duty by the fear of being considered doctrinal 
or controversial. All the great preachers, re- 
formers, revivalists and prophets have been 
controversialists, But that is not the peint. 
Never mind the attacks made on you. Do your 
duty. Lead your converts into the baptismal 
grave. Lead them there by the score. The 
very night that Paul told the Philippian jailer 
that he would be saved if he “believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ,” he baptized him. It is 
evident that he did not neglect to instruct him 
to be baptized. Be not deterred by the pagan- 
ism of Campbellism, which makes baptism like 
burning candles before images, a kind of cur- 
rency, from teaching the converts to be bap- 
tized. Remember that.baptism was established 
before Campbell was born, or his doctrine ever 
heard of. 

Tell your converts that in ancient times 
“Tesus came from Galilee to the Jordan unto 
John, to be baptized of him.” If Jesus went 
so far to be baptized, it is worth much trouble, 
both to you and to your converts.

Can God Forgive Sin? 
BY REV. JOHN A. STOVER, A. M. ~ 


Although it is admitted by all that for God 
to forgive sins is desirable, yet we are often told 
that the arguments against the hypothesis are 
so strong that the supposition is entirely un- 
tenable. The story of the thief upon the cross, 
we are told, is a pleasant story, but it has no 
foundation in facts. In support of these views 
certain supposed facts are adduced. 


“Objection No. 1—The universe is governed 

by law. Can God undo the laws of nature? 
Does he become a law-violating God? Nature 
is always uniform. Every violation of law is 
followed by an adequate punishment. 
..The universe thus becomes a great ponderous 
machine in motion, forever grinding remorse- 
lessly the finite and infinite alike. God, though 
wise enough to think worlds into existence, 
turns them loose to his own unmaking. When 
we speak of the laws of nature, our knowledge 
of these laws is very limited. For my part, I 
am glad that as far as known, they are uni- 
form. It gives some idea of what God’s deal- 
ings with men will be ten thousand years from 
now. Therefore, I would say that if anyone 
gets sweetness from the thought, it is well, for 
it is pleasant food for me, at least. 

I reason as follows in regard to it: It is the 
usual order of things for men to suffer the con- 
sequences of violated law. But under certain 
condition when the divine claim has been sat- 
isfied, God calls into activity another law. All 
being done in harmony with law; what seems 
to be violation of law, is in reality the strictest 
adherence to law. God then is no criminal. 

Stated in other terms, it would be as follows: 
When men do wrong they suffer, but when they 
do right, making atonement for the bad, be- 
coming reconciled to God, then they pass 
from under the law of punishment and become 
amenable to the law of forgiveness. Thus no 
laws have been violated, but all have had the 
grandest of fulfillments. ; 

Forgiveness is often met with in daily life. 
One person does some great injury to his fel- 
low man. The injury is severe and much suf- 
fering is entailed upon the innocent person. 
In the course of time the guilty person changes 
his attitude, whereupon he is forgiven freely 
and unreservedly. This is not considered ex- 
traordinary. But when the question is the 


forgiveness of God, men begin to say, “Law has 


been violated.” Shall we circumscribe God, 
making him weaker than one-of the weakest of 
his creatures? Common sense says, God can at 
least do as much as man, therefore he can for- 
give. 

Objection No. 2.—It is best for misconduct 
always to be followed by an adequate punish. 
ment. If men knew that there were an alter. 
native, anarchy and insubordination would be 
introduced and fostered. 

With some alternatives this might be true; 
but the very condition of forgiveness under 
Christianity precludes any disorder. The con- 
dition of forgiveness is, that the moral purposes 
be changed. 

During the Civil war this identical question 
arose. The generals of the army said, “A strict 
system of discipline is essential to the effi- 
ciency of the army.” Soldier after soldier was 
court-martialed for the neglect of duty. But 


Lincoln, using the logic of a loving heart, and - 


not the logic of the drumhead, said, “Pardon 
them; we have enough Widows and orphans 
already.” ‘You will destroy discipline,” cried 
the generals. But insubordination was never 
known to spread, owing to Lincoln’s humanity. 
I have never read or heard of a case where 
Lincoln pardoned a soldier and it was not fol- 
lowd by an uplift of the pardoned man’s life. 

In like manner, God’s pardons arouse all 
the nobler faculties of men’s lives. If pardon 
produced insubordination, Christians after 
each forgiveness would become more and more 
depraved; God’s mercy would only tend to 
blacken and blight men’s lives. Such reason- 
ing all know to be false. Christians are most 
obedient of all. 

Objection. No. 3.—Men after having done 
wrong deserve punishment. Justice demands 
that they receive it. 

This ig the logic of the world which knows 
not Christ—“An eye for an eye, a tooth for a 
tooth.” Christ said, “If thine enemy- hunger, 
feed him.” 

Some years ago I was told of a prisoner who 
claimed his freedom. He had been in prison 
a number of years. His plea was as follows: 
“The human body is completely changed every 
seven years; therefore, I am not the same man 
that was incarcerated. I am innocent of the 
crimes charged against me. I demand my free- 
dom.” His plea, of course, was disregarded. 
Personality had survived even though the body 
had changed. Had the criminal made his plea 
upon the grounds of moral change, it would 
have had some force. If the spiritual tenor of 
his life had changed, he would in a telling sense 
have beeri a changed man, suffering unjust im- 
prisonment. 

When men turn from a life of vileness and 
live for higher ends, why should not God say, 
“You are a new creature, a new destiny awaits 
you.” Why should the evil-doer be punished, 
except for his own correction and the good of 
the community? And when the man has chang: 
ed his life, the correction is no longer needed 
and the menace to the community has been ban- 
ished. What hinders God then in forgiving 
him?

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How to Increase Lay Efficiency. 
BY BISHOP E. R. HENDRIX, D.D., LL.D. 


The last fifty years has witnessed the de 
velopment of a new Christian womanhood. 
Wherever women have been enlisted in spe- 
cific and organized Christian works new in- 
tellectual and spiritual life has been awakened. 
New objects to live for, fresh and quickening 
books dealing with real life, both the simple and 
the heroie life, and the choicest Christian 
friendships have come to our women. Above 
aul a sense of the presence of the Lord in.their 
lives has enriched life beyond measure. What 
Christian worker among our women would 
part with what has come into her life, to say 
nothing of the results of her efforts, for any 


- Mdvantages which come from menbership in 


one or a half dozen clubs for mere social or 
even intellectual advantages? What has been 
called “The Unquiet Sex,” the women who do 
hot need to be bread-winners and who without 
Sufficient aims in life might prove a menace 
alike to themselves and to society, these have 
become an almost incalculable force in the 


kingdom of God. Their contributions in money 


are now reckoned by the million and their con- 
tributions in enlightened sympathy, in prayers 
and in the reflex influence in their own homes 
of their intelligent acquaintance with the on- 
going of the kingdom, are forces that need to 
be reckoned as among tlie most potent agencies 
at work for the betterment of the race. Then 
the rich contribution of lives made by the 
choicest women of our land, both to foreign 
and home evangelization, recall the tribute of 
the great Greek teacher of rhetoric, Libanius, 
“What women these Christians have!” 

What our Christian men need is something 
like the new birth and life which their wives 
and sisters and daughters have begun to enjoy; 
a passionate love for Christ that will become in- 
genious and inventive in methods of useful- 
ness. That the present passive and lethargic 
condition of the average church does not repre- 
sent the mind of Christ none can doubt. Once 
again the church means the clergy so far as 
any intelligent and sustained Christian work 
is concerned, beyond, perhaps, what is done 
in the Sunday-school by a mere fraction of the 


_lay membership. Church membership, like 


membership in the club, is too often maintain- 
ed by the payment of the annual dues without 
regard to the frequency of attendance. It is 
even to be feared that in many places the mere 


social advantages of the church are mostly 


urged, and the husband and father pays the an- 
nual fee for the sake of his family and sets it 
down mentally to club fees as one of the ne- 
cessities or even luxuries of city life. To what 
base use the name of the Son of God can be 
brought to quiet religious hunger, by social en- 
joyment in a semi-religious atmosphere filled 
with choice music and sermons, whose chief 
characteristic is their “intellectual frugality.” 

Milk for babes, but “strong meat for men” 
was the apostolic idea of preaching. No true 
lay efficiency can be expected without a strong- 
er diet. The worker must be nourished. The 
pastor who looks upon his church, not as his 
field but as his force, must concern himself 
about the commissariat. “An army moves 
upon its belly” is a maxim of great captains. 
The supply train cannot be far behind the guns 
and the men behind the guns, if the campaign 
is to be successful. The mission of the pulpit 
is to feed as well as lead. The history of the 
pulpit is the history of the church. Where 
Barnabas and Saul are pastors there are sure 
to be missionary churches. Where Chalmers 
and Guthrie fill the pulpit the pews are filled 
with those eager for work among the sub- 
merged in our congested centers of population. 
Where Theodore Cuyler preaches there is a 
working church. Lay efficiency is largely a 
question of pastoral efficiency. The man ap- 
pointed to feed the flock of Christ, over which 
the Holy Ghost has made him overseer, must 
take heed both to himself and to the doctrine, 
and thus he may hope to save both himself and 
them that hear him. Well -may he ask if his 
preaching ‘has set forth strongly the duty and 
glory of Christian service as the true preroga- 
tive of the believer. Has he faithfully taught 
that the vine bears fruit only through the 
branches? Has he preached that men “are cre- 
ated anew in Christ Jesus unto good works?” 
Has he reminded them that in “that day” the 
command will be, “Call the laborers?” Has he 
taught ceaselessly that while good works are 
not the ground of our acceptanee, they are the 
measure of our reward? Have men been re- 
minded that Abraham’s works wrought with 
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his faith that by his works his faith might be- 
come perfect? A poorly-fed people is an un- 
enterprising people without inspiration or 
works. 

“The devil is the busiest bishop in England,” 
said Hugh Latimer, who, like Paul, was not 
ignorant concerning his devices. He ever seeks 
to pre-occupy the territory, to “stake the 
claim” so that the discouraged pastor gives 
up the effort to do much in enlisting a staff of 
workers. Men, even Christian men, will plead 
that they are too busy until they know the ex- 
pulsive power of a new affection. They must 
taste the luxury of doing good to know how far 
it exceeds the joy of making money. They will 
then recognize who giveth them the power to 
get wealth and who sitteth over against the 
treasury. Church membership will be digni- 
fied into Christian service. Men who are 
“members in particular” in the business world 
will no longer be willing to be “nobody in par- 
ticular” in the church of God. Then there will 
be no mired wheels, no unemployed servants of 
God. The preoccupied mind busy at the Lord’s 
commands can say to the tempter, “I am doing 
a great work and cannot come down. Why 
should the work cease while I come down unto 
you?” It is not by mechanical methods that 
Christian workers are made, but by a new 
and passionate love of Christ that asks, “Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?” To awaken 
that love for labors of love is building up be- 
lievers on their most holy faith. It was after 
declaring the glorious triumph through; the 
resurrection over sin and death that the apos- 
tle exhorted to “abound in the work of the Lord 
forasmuch as your Jabor is not in vain in the 
Lord.” 

The hour when our Lord’s joy exceeded was 
after he sent out the other seventy also, two 
and two before his face into every city and 
place whither he himself would come. It was 
not the spectacle of the twelve at work, but of 
the seventy at work that thrilled our Lord with 
holy joy. He bade them go praying the Lord 
of the harvest to send out yet other laborers 
into his harvest. When they returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils are sub- 
ject unto us in thy name, the Lord declared, 
“While you are working in my name and re- 
ceiving such increase of strength that you dared 
even to go beyond the commission, until the 
devils became subject unto you, I had a larger 
vision, for I beheld Satan falling like light- 
ning from heaven.” ‘The final overthrow of 
the power of Satan must come with the whole 
body of believers, and not the apostles only, 
seeking to gather in the Lord’s harvest. What 
the Lord has sown that the Lord must reap, but 
one soweth and another reapeth that both may 
rejoice together. 

To the clear perception of enlisting the whole 
body of disciples in active service as the Mas- 
ter’s own method, and so our own if we be 
wise master-builders, and to the conviction that 
such active service cannot survive a passionate 
love of Christ and of souls for Christ’s sake, 
and that his love alone can awaken and sus- 
tain ours, making it inventive and fruitful, may 


be added the inspiration which comes from the. 


helpful example of those who have already 
found this more excellent way. It used to be 
said of the great jurist, the Lord Chancellor 
of Great Britain, Sir Roundell Palmer, after- 
wards Earl of Selborne, that men could set 
their watches by him on Sunday morning on 
his way to teach the Bible in Sunday-school. 
In this he but followed the example as a Chris- 
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tian worker set by Sir Matthew Hale, the Lord 
Chief Justice. Busy as were the days of Glad- 


stone his modest dairy shows that he found: 


time enough every day to do some positive 
Christian work. Two of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United States take such 
delight in teaching the Bible that a Sabbath 
in Washington is attractive to men of letters 
or of the legal profession for the privilege of 
sitting at the feet of such instructors. 

What varied forms of efficient service are pos- 
sible to laymen of devout spirit and exemplary 
lives. What weight attends their words: for 
the Master whether spoken in public or in pri- 
vate, or sent on their way through the almost 
forgotten art of letter-writing. The epistle 
which was Christianity’s distinctive contribu- 
tion to ietters is still a divinely used agency 
for good alike in. winning souls and in 
strengthening believers. Counsel and sym- 
pathy are golden when they come from trusted 
hearts. Said a governor of one of the great 
commonwealths of the Union, one who is 
known for his uncompromising fights with 
principalities and municipalities, “I cannot 
tell you how much I have been strengthened 
by the prayers and words of great and good 
men.” Such good men ever help each other 
and in countless ways extend the kingdom of 
our Lord. God fulfills himself in many ways 
through such heroie and loyal souls, whether 
they be in guilds or alone, or going forth “two 
and two” (such as even the apostles found 
best) to do the work of the Lord. What our 
laymen need is to find themselves, and they 
will find their work as well. Happy the pastor 
who can help and so multiply himself a hun- 
dred fold.

Our older 
preachers, as do some others now, used the 
word, meeting-house. I think it should be 
called a church or a house for the church, dedi- 
cated to the worship and service of God. A 
meeting-house may be a town hall, a place to 
hold political or other meetings in, or any 
place where people meet or assemble. A syn- 
agogue in Jesus’ day and when Paul preached, 
was a place where the Jews and others assem- 
bled for worship—a house appropriated and 
used as a place for religious worship.

1. As to living at our best. It is worth try- 
ing.

seek to live our lives at their best from every 
standpoint of the thoughts ef God.

God’s Word and obedience thereto are 
the Christian’s only safety for a safe passage, 
the only guarantee against hidden rocks and 
shoals.

It 
is easy to say, “Oh, that will do!” But it will 
not do, if it be not exact obedience to the plain 
Word of God. Did you ever observe how 
closely the old time saints sought to obey God 
exactly? Study Noah. See in what particu- 
lars he disobeyed God in the building of the 
ark! Study Moses and see how he sought to 
obey God in leading Israel out of Egypt, and 
especially in the building of the Tabernacle.

We get a good idea of this thought of exact © 


obedience to God, if we may read the book of 
Exodus, where Moses was setting up the Tab- 


ernacle, and observe how frequently he stopped’ 


to say that the work had been done as the Lord

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commanded it should be. . In the last two chap- 
ters of Exedus he stops sixteen times to say 
that this and that had been done as the Lord 
commanded. Let us think! If it be important 
to follow the Lord’s commands in the building 
of the tabernacle in the wilderness, how much 
more important is it that we obey him exactly 
in the building of the Christian life, for we 
are told that we are the temple of the Lord, 
and if so, I am sure we need to build, or do 
our part therein, with exact obedience. Well 
did Jesus teach that “to obey is better than 
sacrifice.” We may sacrifice this or that for 
the cause of Christ, but if we are careless in 
our obedience to his Word, we must not expect 
all of our sacrifices to please him. Oh, let us 
think! Obey! Obey!! Obey!!! 

3. As in walking in the old paths. A new 
way is the one ambition of so many to-day. I 
am sure there is nothing wrong in the new way, 
if the way be the right way.. But who shall de- 
termine which is the right way? The Word of 
God is our only authority. Let us stick close 
to its teachings. We sometimes allow a bit 
of prejudice to turn us aside from the truth. 
This is always a loss to the person so turning 
We need not only to walk in the old 
ways, but we need to seek them prayerfully and 
intelligently, that we may know that we are 
walking in them. There is nothing in the world 
so important to. me as to have assurance in my 
own heart that I am walking in the way God 
has marked out for me as his child. Again, ex- 
act obedience becomes so important, but how 
can I obey if I do not know the way of obe- 
dience? Thank God, we may learn the way. 
It was the prophet Isaiah that urges us to 
“cease to do evil”—and “to learn to do well.” 
At first I thought surely the prophet had put 
the cart before the horse, as when he put “ceas- 
ing to do evil” before “learning to do well,” 
but he was right. If we wish to know how to 
walk in the right ways of the Lord, the first 
thing to do is.to stop doing evil, for while in- 
dulging in evil we cannot learn truly how to do 
good things to the glory of God. Let us search 
for the old’ ways which God In the long ago 
marked out for his people. No matter how 
many human inventions and improvements you 
may have, none of them can surpass, or be 
equal to, the ways the Lord has chosen for his 
people. 

4. As to prejudice against a thought because 
a different school of men and women have made 
it prominent. And here I am reminded of a 
statement of a recent writer in the Heravp. 
Said he, in writing of a protracted meeting in 
the long ago: “Something over eighty had been 
converted at the mourner’s bench, for that was 
Christian church practice then.” I am_ per- 
suaded that it would be good practice now for 
the real spiritual life of the church. Why, what 
is wrong in the altar service?) Why, I have 
been told that a certain people have “run away 
with the altar idea.” Well, what if they have? 
Shall I give up a right thing, a helpful thing, 
because some one has abused it? Never! It 
would be just as reasonable to say because a 
man ate too much for dinner and made himself 
sick that henceforth I would not eat dinner. 
Foolishness! So with the altar. Is it a good 
idea? Is it a scriptural idea? Is it practical, 
helpful, useful? Then I wish it might be the 
practice of the Christian church again, not that 
the altar is essential to salvation not at all, 
but because it is scriptural, and it has been 
shown to be practical, helpful, useful. If this 
be true, shall I allow some set of men and wom 
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en to drive me from its advantages, simply be- 
cause they have perverted its use, or because 
they have been extravagant in proclaiming its 
utility? The altar has ever been a place for 
the meeting of God with his people, a witness 
between him and them of what he has there 
said to them in the matters of forgiveness and 
the divine life. An altar is a matter of the 
heart-surely, and yet this does not destroy the 
idea of an altar as a place where a poor burden- 
ed, penitent soul may pour out his or her 
heart’s desire before God. It was “then the 
practice of the Christian church”—would to 
God it might be our practice now within the 
limits of reason and good common sense. Let 
us think! 

5. As to our love for God and his truth. It 
is a sad fact that sometimes church members 
profess a good deal, and then deny their pro- 
fession in their daily living. I have an impor- 
tant case in mind. In a certain community (I 
do not mean to name the exact place), the peo- 
ple were slow to attend church service. They 
had to work so hard through the week that they 
“just could not get to church regularly” on Sun- 
day. If persuaded to attend the midweek 
prayer-meeting why they could easily say 
“Oh, we really cannot do that—it would be 
cruel to drive our horses to church in the week, 
after working them so very hard; and then I 
tell you, you work all day as hard as I do, and 
you will not feel like pulling up on Wednesday 
night and driving to town to attend prayer- 
meeting.” Of course, that wound me up in 
their estimation, and I was expected to give 
it up then. And I could have done this with 
a measure of charity, but I caught these people 
“napping.” tt was not long till the spring and 
summer came, and the people in the country 
and elsewhere were as busy as bees. One week 
it was announced that on Wednesday nights 
of each week the “band” would give a musical 
concert, and they did. I got through with.my 
prayer-meeting at a reasonable hour, and go- 
ing home I found the streets were lined with 
horses and buggies, and the people seemed to 
be almost everywhere, all listening to the 
“music.” Though it was in the busiest season 
of the year, the horses.and the people were not 
too tired to drive to town to attend the con- 
cert. Alas! Do you not see what these peo- 
ple love most—as between the worship of God 
and the enjoying of an hour’s concert of all 
sorts of music except sacred, with perhaps oc- 
casional exceptions; why they love the concert 
far more. Oh, Lord, help us to think!

When the Bible says, “Better is the end of a 
thing than the begitining thereof,” in some in- 
Stances the beginning is difficult to compre- 
hend, but the ending is clear as the noon-day.

betterment of the race. Whether a Lincoln, 
and the Civil War were’factors to their emaaci- 
pation the agencies in due time would have 
worked out the purposes of Deity.

Booker Washington and his co-laborers en- 
deavoring to lift their race higher in morals 
and education have much encouragement from 
many sources, the president of the United 
States not excepted. 

So in the final adjudication of the race ques- 
tion we are reminded of the Scriptures—“I 
form the light and create darkness; I make 
peace and create evil.” Isaiah 45: 7.

A Warning as to Higher Criticism. 

(The following article of Brother Bloomfield 
has been delayed on account of the difficulty of 
the copy.

But we dare not substitute our own thought 
for the ideas of so good a thinker as he is. 
Hence, if there are breaks, it may be attributed 
to Brother Bloomfield’s difficult manuscript, 
combined with our respect for his age and at- 
tainments—Ebprror. ) 

Rev. J. J. SUMMERBELL:—We most heartily 
thank you for your kindness in giving to us 


space in your paper, the Heravp for our scrib- 
bling, but one favor calls for another. 

One word of correction: near the bottom 
where it states‘I have been in the state for 
years, it should read for a year, instead of 
years. 

Referring to my ordination in my previous 
article, which took place at Carysville in Cham- 
paign County, Ohio, in 1855, I. N. Walter was 
president and your father secretary of said 
conference. Brother Walter, your father, Uncle 
Levi Pervance and Brother Penrod, I think 
were the ministers who officiated. All are 
gone over the sea of death. So also are most 
of the then members of said conference. A few 
who were young then still linger. Brother T. 
M. MeWhinney, Brother Seever, I believe, Bro. 
McCullough and myself are all that I can name 
now, and they are all getting old and ought to 
be strong towers and mighty to battle for the 
truth in the pulling down of error and raising 
the standard of righteousness. Having learned 
and been trained under such teachers, void of 
the present teachings which many a young min- 
ister gets to-day in his training, of the Lyman 
Abbot: school, the Darwin school, the Spiritual- 
istic school, with their various phases to suit 
the occasion and deceive under the garb of 
light. “Satan fell from heaven as an angel of 


light,” posing as such that he might the better | 


deceive the weak in faith, with little knowledge 


- or understanding of God’s Word, which is am- 


ply verified both by the press and the pulpits 
of , to-day, I quote some extracts from Rey. 
E. F. Burr, D. D., a Congregationalist minis- 
ter, headed, “Outlook of Congregationalists.” 
He says: 

“What do Congregationalists find? They 
find that higher criticism now sits at the coun- 
cil board and swarms in the constituency of 
each of their three missionary societies. Who- 
ever sees that much sees reasons for grave ap- 
prehension. All these societies are on the brink 
—liable to be crowded over it at any moment 
by the pressure from behind. (The general 
thought): We see in many pleasant respects 
just what the fathers saw. The old Christian 
flag is still waving; the old Christian creeds 
still maintain their places; the old Christian 
sanctuaries are still open each Sabbath; min- 
isters preach and pray in them still; there are 
still prayer-meetings, and = Bible schools, 
leagues and Christian Endeavorers, Salvation 
armies. It is not a surface Sahara by any 
means.” 

Please note that this is from a Congrega- 
tional standpoint of one of their ministers, 
commenting on the outlook, and I ask, May not 
the whole of Christendom be included? It is 
certainly serious, denying God’s word and sal- 
vation through Christ. There was but one 
pool of Bethesda, near to Jerusalem, whose 
waters were troubled at certain times by an 
angel, and whosoever first stepped therein was 
healed. So we to-day have but one fountain 
(pool) water of life, Christ Jesus, _ whose 
waters are for the healing of the nations ; many 
other pools there are whose waters are bitter, 
stagnant, unhealthy, poisonous, malarious, 
leading to death. Such are creeds, higher critic- 
isms, evolution, spiritualism inallits vasious 
forms;such are the departures from the old- 
landmarks. Had they - occurred fifty years ago, 
they would have shocked the Christian world 
by the eruption of the huge mass of unscrip- 
tural, infidel, blasphemous utterances. Again 
I quote Rev. E. F. Burr: - 

“We are shocked—shocked at the mass of 


uestructive material, belched out from most 
unexpected quarters; from pulpits. noted for 
orthudoxy; from seminaries supposed to be 
bound to the old gospel by more than seven 
green withes, which not even Samson could 
break; from associations, presbyteries, confer- 
ences, where gray heads listen patiently to at- 
tacks on the Bible, which a few years ago 
would have raised a storm of astonishment 
and protest. To the new departures of a few 
years ago have expanded into the “New Chris- 
tianity” of the higher criticism, the destructiv: 
criticism of the Bible. Under the egis of the 
Christian name this unwelcome immigrant has 


come to a great estate among us. Its shadow 


chills great denominations, great presses and 
great educational institutions. The * * * * * 
of the Old Testament by it is gone, the New is 
either gone or going. Not a few deny or ques- 
tion fundamental Christian doctrines, the Mes- 
siahship of Jesus, his miraculous birth, his 
atonement, his resurrection and ascension, and 
even his reliability as a teacher. Many of to- 
day, whose standing in the ministry is still 
unchallenged, question all these doctrines; 
very many more are plainly feeling their way 
to the same depths or various stages of de- 
scent. They occupy chairs in our colleges and 
seminaries.” 

Again he says: 

“The leading colleges of New England in- 
vite to their chairs and pulpits the most radi- 
cal Universalists and Rationalists; and as if 
the home supply was not large enough, are at 
the trouble of importing them.” 

Paul says in the last days “perilous times 
shall come.” Solomon’s advice is to get wis- 
dom and with that get understandihg, the wis- 
dom and understanding of God’s Word, salva- 
tion through Christ and his persecution. Again 
says the Rey. Burr, speaking of Congregation- 
alists : 

“Ts there not cause of uneasiness? Have not 
evangelical churches reason to fear that as 
little discrimination is made “in the laborers 
sent into the home mission fields as existed 
among the men seriding them? Is it not cer- 
tain that men who think that higher critics of 
an extreme type are suitable persons for the 
championship and directorships and _presi- 
dents of missionary work in the field. Our 
misgivings are very great. Our fears are 
stronger than our hopes.” 

The doctor then makes the statement some- 
thing like this: Are we justified in sending 
such men as missionaries to preach another 
gospel? Friends, we need men and women in 
all the departments of our work such as the 
apostle describes, approved of God. (II Tim. 
2-15). The selection also by God. (II Tim. 1:1). 

Paul’s letter to the Galatian brethren, and 
the first verse, should be our guide. God should 
do the choosing of such men as are filled with 
the Spirit in all our ministry, in all our work, 
and not man. .God makes no mistakes in his 
selections. The apostles made a mistake in the 
selection of Matthias in the place or to fill 
the place of Judas. God in his due time chose 
Paul. Unless we hearken to the Word and 
pray for the directing of the Holy Spirit, we 
may expect to see our efforts prove futile. We 
need to study the Word to be workmen ap- 
proved of God. God’s lessons to us are grand. 
Christ manifest in the flesh is the assurance of 
his glorious spiritual reign—the Elijah, John 
as his introduction and witness, our: introduc- 
tion. and witness, of which John is a tpye to 
the higher. Oh! the glory! Read II Chron. 
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10:6-16; the council of Jeroboam with the 
young men which he adopted, ruined his king-

To the President and Fellows and the Theologi- 
cal Faculty of Harvard University: 
GENTLEMEN :—We, the sixty-one pupils of 
the Harvard Summer School of Theology for 
this, its seventh annual session, 7 women and 
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54 men, representing 12 denominations of 
Christians, being both clergymen and laymen, 
and gathered from seventeen states, territories, 
and lands, bring you our most respectful greet- 
ing. 

We beg you to accept this expression of our 
gratitude for the rare opportunity that you 
have afforded us. These nine courses of five 
lectures each, all directly or indirectly upon 
the Holy Scriptures, have been in a high degree 
suggestive and informing. We thank the pro- 
fessors, who have deprived themselves of needed 
rest that they might thus serve us; and who 
have been so unfailingly patient and courteous 
both within and outside of the lecture room. 


We have been thrown together in informal 
association, and in the free interchange of un- 
like views and sentiments we have come to a 
new realization of the possibility and the de- 
light of a Christian’ fellowship which under- 
lies denominational and creedal differences. 
We have not been led to abandon our cherished 
convictions, but to seek their right adjustment 
to other convictions in the large scheme 
of God’s thought. We have been in an 
atmosphere scholarly and Christian, which is 
a needed tonic to mind and spirit, and which 
should give new strength and zest for service 
in our different fields. 

Complete freedom of opinion is a common- 
place at Harvard; but with it we have found, 
and have especially enjoyed, a quiet and de- 
lightful spirituality. From the morning chapel 
services, throughout the lecture hours, and 
during all our social gatherings, we have felt 
ourselves the guests of scholars without pre- 
tence and of reverent spirit. , 

For the inspiration of these days, for their 
uplift and outlook, we are grateful to you; 
and we trust that in years to come multiplying 
numbers of thirsty spirits may drink at this 
fountain and be refreshed.

Toronto and the International Sunday- 
School Convention. 


Making choice of two great assemblies that 
occur so that one cannot attend both is not 
an easy task. However, after much thought, I 
decided to attend the convention rather than 
the dedication of the new publishing house. 

Our party. consisted of our superintendent, 
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Mr. Willard Doll and myself. Going via ‘the 
L. 8S. & M. 8. Railroad to Buffalo, Niagara Falls 
and steamer to Toronto, we found ourselves 
in a city of clean streets, beautiful homes, ele- 
gant churclies, colleges, universities and lovely 
parks. The convention was attended by nearly 
2,000 delegates and probably half as many vis- 
itors. The foremost workers in the Sunday- 
school were there, and did their work in such 
a thorough Christian spirit that one must feel 
that thé Lord has placed it in the right hands. 
The lessons, as reported by the lesson commit- 
tee, for the next six years, were adopted. The 
principal subjects discussed were primary and 
junior work, the home department, temperance, 
missions, evangelization, preparation of teach- 
ers or teachers’ training department, grading 
of the school, cradle roll, organization, Bible 
study, work for and among adults. This last 
item was given more atteution than ever before. 
$75,000 was pledged for the mission work of 
the next three years in Japan, Mexico, and 
among the negroes of the Southland. We were 
forcibly impressed with the Christian spirit of 
the workers and their consecration to their 
work in the special line of each. It surely was 
a wonderful assembly of zealous Christian 
workers, of whom the church may well be 
proud. Sectarian lines were obliterated. How- 
ever, I found myself with a heartache, due to 
the absence of many of our representative men. 
Not one that trots in that class was there. It 
was a disappointment. We ought to show our 
colors more faithfully. 

We had the happy privilege of preaching for 
our church at Torento on Sunday morning. 
The people are a happy, earnest people. The 
church there is growing. Their pastor, Rev. 
W. G. Sargent, is certainly a true; Christian 
gentleman. He entertained us on Monday 
afternoon with a trolley ride about the city to 
the various places of interest. 


We returned with the impression that the 
trip was a great pleasure, the convention a 
great force for good, and the people of Canada 
a royally hospitable people.

BUSINESS METHODS IN CHURCH 
WORK. 

(By 8. O. Albaugh, Dayton, Ohio, and 
read before the Ministerial Institute 
held at West Milton, O.) 

There seems to be a certain hesitan- 
cy in acknowledging the business- char- 
acter of the church, a sort of undefined 
feeling that this is somewhat derogatory 
to its spiritual mission; but a church in 
this respect is ae different from other 
social organizaiions. 

Some say the church does not exist to 
make money. While that is true, it is also 
true that the church does exist to do 
business, and is bound to do the most 
possible on its capital. It has certain 
legitimate and necessary expenses, and 
must have an income and live within its 
income. It is necessary to collect the 
funds required for all these purposes 
and to disburse them in a just and busi- 
ness like manner. 

The church as an organization is con- 
siantly entering into contracts which 
must be intelligently. made and faith- 
fully kept, and this‘part of its work de- 
serves ihe serious attentidn of all its 
members; and we believe there is room 
here to exercise some of the best Chris- 
tian virtues. The chureh must provide 
things honest in the sight of all men. 
Its business should be done with sys- 
tem and promptness. It should use 
business methods in securing its in- 
come and disbursing the same, and must 
conform to the inexorable law of sup- 
ply and demand. 

There is reason, however, to fear 
that many churches are greatly in- 
jured by tue dubious methods employed 
in the raising of their revenues. Ways 
and means that are positively unchris- 
tianlike have been resorted to, and com- 
petition in its most offensive forms is 
sometimes employed in securing church 
funds. 

There is a loud. eall just now for 
Christianizing all business relations. 
There are those that believe that every 
department of human life must be 
brought under the Christian law. It 
is difficult to understand what our gos- 
pel means if it does not mean all this. 
3ut if all the business of the mart and 
factory are to be Christianized, the busi- 
ness of the church must first be subdued 
to ihe law of Christ. 

It must be possible to raise the rev- 
enues of the church by methods which 
do not involve any concessions to the 
pride of riches, or any false distinct- 
ions among men. 

The chureli that conducts its finan- 
cial affairs upon Christian principles,, 
and puts them under Christian leader- 
ship, should put so much of the spirit 
of Christ in the methods of church busi- 
ness that it shall be a means of grace 
to them and to the whole brotherhood. 

It is true that the weakness of our 
churehes to-day lies largely in the in- 
efficiency of their financial manage- 
ment. The organizaiion of the church 
on its financial side becomes, therefore, 
a matter of deep and serious concern, to 
its wise pastor and members. It is 
not a matter which we can neglect or 
ignore. 

~The very spiritual life of the church 
is vitally affected by the working out 
of these problems. 

The church cannot afford to trust 
its business interests to men who are 
simply shrewd financiers, who will 
adopt in the transactions of the church 
business ihe methods of the street* and 
the mart. Let us remember that a part 
of the mission of the church in this 
generation is to show to th world 
how business can be done on business 
principles. 

But I desire to-day to confine myself 
largely io the needs, methods and sys- 
tems of handling the finances and busi- 
ness of the churches in our own con- 
ference. 

No phase in our finance is so impor- 
tant to us as that of the pastoral sup- 
port, since it is directly and essentially 
related to the gospel message itself. 
How many of you have ever stopped to, 
think what the churches of our confer- 
ence have been doing in the way of 
finances toward our ministerial support? 
Of the fifty-eight churches in our confer- 
ence last year, eight were reported in- 
active. According to reports to confer- 
ence, $14,465.50 was paid in for minis- 
teria! support. An average of $295 to 
a church, or of about $400 to a pastor. 
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Only ten paying over $500 each, and 
only nine furnishing parsonages. The 
toial membership reported was 6.702, 
This means that the average amout paid 
by each member for pastoral support 
during the year was $2.15, or a little 
more than 4 cents a week. 

Who then can say there is not need of 
method, system and a general awaken- 
ing on this question? 

Among no class of men can there be 
found so large a perceniage who are 
so self-sacrificing for the good of others. 
Surely our ministers are not in the 
work for what there is in it, but rather 
for what they can put into it. When we 
know that many of our pastors could 
earn much more money in other voca- 
tions, it is evident that they give more 
to get to preach than they receive for 
preaching. They usually set the pace 
for their people in giving, ofttimes far 
outreaching their more wealthy parish- 
ioners. 

We hear much said about the hard- 
ships endured by the fathers of the 
church as they traveled large fields on 
horseback or afoot, and preached almost 
daily the year round with but meager 
support. We honor them for their faith 
and courage and noble deeds. Their 
names are written among the stars and 
deserve to be there; but in view of 
changed conditions—the increased ex- 
pense of living, the costliness of travel 


and the ever-growing demands made. 


upon the pastor and his family to-day— 
it cannot be denied that very many of 
our ministers exhibit just as much hero- 
ism as did the pioneers of a century 
ago. Think of it! Men of culture and 
devotion giving the best they have and 
are to the church for a sum less than 
that received. by the hod-carrier or track 
hand on the railroad. 

The good Bishop Weaver wrote: 
“Men may say what they please, but 
the man does not live who can work 
as successfully in the cause of Christ, 
when his family is in want as when they 
are’ comfortably provided for. His 
heart under such circumstances must 
feel oppressed. If it is not so, then he 
must be destitute of the finer feelings 
of a husband and father, and is con- 
sequently unfit to take charge of the 
flock of Christ.” 

The Rev. David Thomas, with a bit- 
ing sarcasm remarks: “What churches 
of modern times tender to their pastors 
as acknowledgment of their service is 
regarded as charity rather than a 
claim.”. “Charity, indeed,” says he. 
“Call the money you pay to your butcher 
baker, doctor and lawyer charity, but 
in the name of all that is just do not 
call that charity which you tender to 
the one who consecrates his entire being 
and time to impart to you the elements 
of Eternal Life.” 


Of course, In this discussion we are 
supposing the ministers to be faithful 
in all the duties pertaining to their 
pastorate. Paul declares in II Thessa- 
lonians 3:10, “That if any man will 
not work he shall not eat.” This is 
the law both of nature and Christianity, 
and applies to the preacher the same 
as to others. The indolent pastor has 
no claim on his peoplé for support; he 
does not deserve it. No man who does 
not care for the flock is entitled to the 
fleece. ‘To do the work of the pastorate 
requires incessant toil and unquestioned 
loyalty to its every interest. Such servy- 
ice surely merits reward. 

Then, every church has incidental ex- 
penses such as fuel, light, janitor serv- 
ice, repairs, etc. Every worshiper should 
feel a just pride in making the house 
of God comfortable and inviting. 

Then comes the question how the 
amount for ‘this purpose shall be 
brought into the treasury, that it may 
prove. a blessing and enable us to cpn- 
duct our matters of finance on Chris- 
tian principles. Let us not make an 
error in thinking that the church’s in- 
come is fixed, for it varies largely with 
the quality of service rendered and the 
business methods used. 

There is money enough within the 
pastorate and willingness to use it for 
religious purposes, but for the lack of 
wise methods it never finds its way into 
the chureh treasury. 

The remedy lies in the application of 
simple business methods. 

The first of these is looking after the 
details. Dependence is not to be placed 


wholly on the relatively large sums that 
a few are able to pay, but in addition on 
small sums, many of them very, very 
sinall that all tan pay and that in 99 
cases out of 100 they pay cheerfully, if 
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only they know the use to be made of 
the funds and the matter is presented 
to them in the right way. It follows 
then, that there must be a sysiem. The 
envelope plan or some other system of 
collecting regularly should be _ used. 
But let us remember that no pian is 
self-operating. There must be a mind 
and heart behind it. 

We do not think the pastor should 
be burdened wiih the finances of the 
church, but we do believe the success- 
ful, wise pastor will look well to the 
organization of this part of the work 
and, where necessary, be able to outline 
a definite plan to be used. Brethren, 
have a definite plan and see to it that 
that plan is worked. And in having 
your plan worked keep ever before your 
people the Christian idea and system of 
giving. 

Paul lays down four rules which 
seem to cover the entire field of giving. 
‘snree of them may be found in I Cor. 
16:2: “Upon the first day of the week, 
let everyone lay by him in store.as God 
hath prospered him.” This seems to be 
the new order of grace. 

Firstly: He states when we are to 
give—‘Upon the first day of the week.” 
This in itself denotes system. We may 
not always be able to- observe the rule 
to the letter. for with some their in- 
come is irregular. But there are at 
least two things to be gained by observ- 
ing the apostle’s method. It makes 
giving easier. Laying by a small amount 
each week is better than to pay the 
full amount outright at the end of the 
year. Then this plan always proves a 
benefit and blessing to the home in 
which it is observed. 

Secondly: We are plainly told who 
should give. “Every one of you.” No 
one well informed can escape the duty 
and be a Christian in the best sense. 
“All have received and all must give.” 
Herein is where most of us fail in work- 
ing our plan. We are inclined to de; 
pend almost wholly on the few faithful 
ones that have always borne the bur- 
den. I am glad to learn that some of 
our churches are insisting upon every 
member giving something and am pleased 
to find that they are making good prog- 
tess. In this connection it might be 
well to emphasize the duty of Christian 
parents in cultivating in their children 
the habit of giving. For are not they 
included in the “every one of you?” 
They may not have their own to lay by, 
except as the parents plan with them 
to that end, but by all means they should 
be encouraged to make or save some- 
thing for the offering. In doing this, 
they will share the blessings which 
will come from the faithful performance 
of duty and be in training for future 
usefulness in the church. 

Thirdly: Paul emphasizes the extent 
of giving, “as God hath prospered him.” 
By following this plan the rich will give 
their share and the poor likewise to 
the extent of their. ability. 


The satanic idea is “get all you can 
and keep all you can.” The Chrisily 
idea, “Get what you honestly can and 
give what you wisely may.” Cartying 
out this latter principle, so high and 
holy, is made the duty of every Chris- 
tian. 

Fourthly: We are to give willingly 
and cheerfully. In II Cor. 8:12, it is 
written, “For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to what a 
man hath and not according to what he 
hath not.” Also in the 9th chapter and 
7ih verse, as follows: “Every man ac- 
cordingly as he purposeth in his heart, 
so let him give; not grudgingly, or of 
necessity; for God loveth a cheerful 
giver.” Having then seen to it that the 
plan for securing our income has been 
properly systemized and based on 
Christian principles, and altogether hav- 


-ing our revenue on a sure basis, so we 


can pay our pastors every Monday morn- 
ing and meet all bills of expense with 
promptness, let-all accounts and records 
be kept with fidelity and faithfulness, 
keeping vouchers for all payments, so 
that any third person can tell just how 
the business affairs of the church 
stand. If our records and accounts have 
been Kept in a business-like manner, 
then there is no excuse for us not send- 
ing in our reports to conference with 


* promptness, 


I am sure our conference secretary, 
Brother Vaughan, could tell us of gross 
neglect and indifference of our churches 
in this respect, and sometimes even our 
pastors are not thoughtful of this lack 
of promptness. 

Lastly: Let me emphasize the impor- 


tance of looking carefully after the busj. 
ness inierests of the churches, 

We think our’ own conference could 
set us a good example in this respect by 
giving matters of business sufficient 
time and a better place on the program, 
Some of us have been annoyed by hay- 
ing matiers of important business put 
off until. the last day in the afternoon, 
when a great many delegates had left 
and when weighty matters could not 
have consideration for lack of time. 

Let us talk business, plan for busi- 
ness, systematize our business and as 
faithful stewards, transact the business 
of the church ,with fidelity and prompt- 
ness.

Eloheim,—or the Supreme God; Yaho- 
yah,—or Christ; and Michael,—or 
Adam; these three being represented in 
the Deity as the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost; and represented upon 
earth by the first presidency of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints,—namely, Joseph F. Smith and 
his two counsellors, who act with di- 
yine authority, as has been stated in a 
former installment. Michael, or Adam, 
who is the only God with whom the 
Mormon people are particularly concern- 
ed, is defined in the books held sacred 
py the church as “The Father of All, 
the Prince of All, and the Ancient of 
Days,” and again as “the only God with 
whom we have to do.” Now God, or 
Adam,.is a God of flesh, a materialist 
in every sense. His wives are women in 
as material a sense, the difference be- 
tween a celestial and an earthly body 
peing that, instead of blood, the veins 
of celestial beings are filled -with a 
subtle fluid, which renders their bodies 
always beautiful, always rejuvenaied. 
Countless hundreds of years ago, “the 
head God called together the Gods, and 
sat in grand council to bring forth the 
world.” Far off in space they beheld 
this planet which we now inhabit, and 
perceiving it to be good, sent Michael, 
or Adam, with one of his wives, to peo- 
ple it.

TRUST KNOWS NO LAW. 


Some Pertinent Queries Put in Connéc- 
tion with Packingtown’s Legal 
Immunity. 

Says Mr. Charles Edward Russell, in 
his final article on “The Greatest Trust 
in the World,” in the August Hvery- 
body’s: 

“The great packing-houses are, and 
always have been, independent of and 
superior to law. If they were amenable 
to law, could they continue to dose pro- 
ducts of theirs with preservative chem- 
icals injurious to health? How are 
they able to dodge the statutes govern- 
ing underbilling and inspection? How 
do they avoid paying the State of New 
York the millions they owe it for bui- 
terine penalties? How did they manage 
to emerge unharmed from the terrible 
‘embalmed beef’ revelations of the 
Spanish war? How did they escape 
prosecution when more American sol- 
diers fell before their deadly beef than 
were hit by all the Spanish guns? How 
did they control the government on that 
occasion? How: have they controlled it 
so often since? The Standard Oil. is, 
of course, a very efficient Trust.. But 
you have not known even the Standard 
Oil Company to exercise a power like to 
this. The Standard Oil Company usu- 
ally conforms to at least a semblance 
of law; it has never openly defied in- 
junctions, trampled on statutes, and 
dictated to national, state, and city 
governments.’

INHUMANITIES OF THE JAPANESE. 


The proof, to my mind, that the Jap- 
anese as a people are inherently cruel, 
lies in the fact that the grossest inhu- 
manities, such as would draw a protest- 
ing crowd in any other country, seem 
to pass absolutely unobserved on the 
Streets of Japanese cities. I was asked 
the other day to deliver an address be- 
fore the ladies of the Japanese Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals in Tokio, and at the instant I 
rather welcomed what seemed to me 
an opportunity to tell about a few of the 
atrocities I have myself seen perpetrat- 
ed during my year’s residence in the 
country; but when I outlined my in- 


tentions I was told that they would 


never do ;' that as a foreigner I must 
say only nice, complimentary things to 
my audience; I must confine myself to 
stories of cruelties in other lands and 
gain my point by observing with pride 
that such- things could never happen in 
an enlightened land like Japan, where 
the people are gentle and full of sym- 
pathetic understanding for the suffer- 
ings.of the least of the creatures of 
earth. But it takes longer than a year, 
even in this country, to learn well the 
art of indireciion, so I declined the prof- 
fered honor on the plea of my inability 
to meet the requirements. I could not 
remember ever having seen in any other 
country anything that could be com- 
pared to the exhibitions of brutality 
that are so common over here. 

To begin with, the Japanese are cruel 
to themselves and cruel to each other, 
and their standard of mercy seems to 
be so low that they cannot recognize 
as cruelties things which impress us as 
atrocities. 

But if a member of a family hap- 
pened to be stricken with leprosy or 
any other loathsome disease, he or she 
was thrust mercilessly from the house 
and forced to go out on the highways, 
away from the Villages, to gain an un- 
certain living by begging from the in- 
frequent pedestrians. Even now it is 
not an unusual thing to see a horrible, 
scaly, crumbling wretch doubled up in 
the dust by the roadside, holding out 
a withered, trembling hand to chance 
passers-by who never seem to notice. 
I myself have seen things which turned 
my soul sick and made me wonder if 
this is a civilized nation aspiring to the 
highest ideals of twentieth-century de- 
velopment. 

An equally conspicuous evidence of 
Japanese hearilessness is the manner 
in which insane people are treated. Up 
to a very short time ago there were no 
institutions of any sort provided for 
these unfortunates, and they were con- 
fined in open cages like wild beasts and 
allowed to starve and freeze, or famish 
from thirst and burn up in the hot sum- 
mer sun, as the case might be. Such ab- 
ject cruelty cannot be believed of sane 
human beings, but in Janan it is not 
by any means a thing of the past.— 
Eleanor Franklin’s Japan letter in Les- 
lie’s Weekly.

BLACK FLAG OF FINANCE. 


Crime is Now so Much the Rule in Wall 
Street that Financiers go Armed. 


Mr. Lawson speaks plainly of Wall 
Street customs in his August instalment 
of “Frenzied Finance,” in Hverybody’s 
Magazine. He says: 

“The truth is that in high finance all 
civilized amenities have long been sus- 
pended. The black flag is to-day the 
Wall Street standard. Thuggery and 
assassination are so much the rule that 
nowadays all parties to a business trans- 
action wear armor and carry stillettos 
Property rights are vested in Power; 
the sole license to have, is strength to 
hold; to covet another man’s railway 
or factory is, if you be the stronger, full 
warrant and charier to its possession. 
In the pursuit of ‘made dollars,’ greed 
and cunning lead the pack; kindliness, 
fair dealing and truth have lost the 
scent. To-day the penal code is Wall 
Street’s Bible; its priest, the corpor- 
ation lawyer; conscience is a fear of 
legal consequences; the sole crime, be- 
ing caught; talent and character are 
best proved by a large bank account; to 
err is to fail; continued success in spec- 
ulation and a few years’ immunity from 
retributive justice constitute a reputa- 
tion for virtue and stability that finds 
its highest justification as a handy asset 
behind a bond issue. 

“It is the deplorable fact that in 
earrying through great deals that have 
marked the last few years, it has be 
come the habit of men to lie, cheat, bribe, 
and commit perjury, and there is no 
more condemnation of such practices 
among those who are to-day the repre- 
sentatives of finance in America than 
there were in earlier times for the close- 
fisted driver of a hard but honest bar- 
gain. This is a broad statement, but 
everything I have written so far and 
the events of the last twelve months 
prove it is not exaggerated.”

And 
a lot of little pigs know when it is going 
to rain without a weather bureau, and a 
bird knows how to build a nest without 
being taught, and a chicken chases bugs 
without anybody telling it to. And man 
passes -the whgle affair over by sayinz 
it is instinct. 

As a matter of fact, man knows a lit- 
tle less than a chipmunk. He would 
starve to death if he were turned loose 
with no better tools to work with than 
a chipmunk has. If he had not been 
highly favored by Nature, whatever 
that is, he would make a mighty sorry 
show here on earth trying to get along. 
He has been taught that he was made 
in the image of his Maker, and he has 
been humored and petted and cajoled, 
and told that he has a soul and that 
nothing else has, and he has finally 
come to believe that he is the whole 
thing. Gradually he is learning some- 
thing, and that something is that he 
knows “precious little to start with, and 
that he can be taught by the dogs and 
eats and birds and horses and all the 
other things that do not put in their 
time talking.
